Antioch Couple Escapes 
Shakedown Attempt and 
Cause Arrest of Fraud

Mr, and Mrs. Ray Scott, of Park- 
way ovc, outwitted a 22-year-old 
Highland Park man posing as a de- 
puty sheriff in a "shake-down" at- 
tempt Tuesday night. 

Held on $500 bond on a disorderly 
conduct charge^at the county jail 
in Waukegdn is George McNutt, a 
factory worker, residing at No. 1 
Brittany rd., Highland Park. 

He was seized by Deputy Sheriffs 
Roger Kane and William Wood at 
the Intersection on Rtc. 45 and 
Grand avc, where he had stopped 
the Scotts by firing two shots from 
a 45-cal. army- automatic pistol at 
their car. One shot dented a fender. 

Scott told the deputies he was 
driving west on Grand avc., a mile 
west of Rte. 03 when he spotted 
McNutt's car and another car at the 
oadside. 

As he passed, one of the automo- 
biles turned around and began fol- 
lowing him. At Lamb's corners the 
auto started to pass Scott, then 
slowed down. 

Scott said near the intersection of 
* Grand avc, and Rte. 45 his wife, 
Mary Lou, saw two flashes from the 
pursuing automobile and heard 
something hit their car. Her hus- 
band immediately pulled into a 
parking lot at the intersection and 
stopped. 

The other car pulled up beside 
him and McNutt leaped out and 
covered him with a pistol. 

Scott said McNutt started cursing 
him, and identified himself as a de- 
puty sheriff, charging that they had 
been speeding at 90 miles an hour. 

They said McNutt ordered them 
to follow him to the sheriff's of- 
fice in Waukegan, or else get into 
his car so they could talk things 
over. Instead, the Scotts dashed into 
a nearby tavern and called the 
sheriff's office. 

Kane and Wood said McNutt was 
wearing a bandolier of ammunition 
when they nabbed him. They also 
found a jackknife and three quarts 
of ice cream he obtained earlier 
from a truck driver he had flagged 
down. Money of various denomina- 
tions was stuffed in his pockets. 

The officers said that McNutt ap- 
parently had been shaking down mo- 
torists in the Wedges corners area 
for some time. The procedure is to 
accept money for not pressing 
charges for an imagined law break- 
ing. Believing him to be a deputy 
sheriff the victims pay a fee as a 
fine rather than travel to court. He 
never took anyone to court. 

Oliver Coats, Cedar Lake rd., a 
recent victim, will try to identify 
McNutt. 

McNutt is a married man.

Two of Three Robbers 
Of First National Bank , 
Get Prison Sentences 



Two of tie thrca robbers who 
Held up the First Nntional Bank of 
Antioch last year were sentenced to 
prison in Chicago's criminal court 
Tuesday. 

Mrs. Lucy Conlisk, Chicago, who 
dressed as a man and drove the get 
away car, was give a two to five 
year sentence, and Edward Ham- 
mersbach 25, and James Daly, 25, 
both of Chicago and involved with 
her in a Chicago holdup, were giv- 
en similar terms, Daly's running 
two years, longer. 

Mrs. Conlisk and Hammersbach 
were not tried on the charge grow- 
ing out of the Antioch bank holdup 
but on the holdup in Chicago on 
Dec. 11. 

They were arrested following a 
tavern robbery in Chicago and ad- 
mitted their part in the Antioch 
bank robbery. 

Charles Wilmink, a pottery plant 
employe, who planned the bank 
robbery here and took part in it 
has not yet been arrested. 

Mrs. Conlisk said she took part 
in the robberies for the thrill she 
got out of it and her husband, Wil- 
liam Conlisk, was unaware of her 
activities. She has a college degree 
and taught school for a short time.

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' Where Does the Fault Lie? 

The New York Journal-American recently pub- 
! Ushed an unusual graph. It showed the high present- 
day cost of a number of commodities in general use. It 
then showed how much of this high cost is due to in- 
flation, and how much to increased taxes. As an ex- 
ample, it said of bread, "When you buy today's 14-cent 
loaf you are paying 5 cents to cover the inflation which 
has resulted from our national policy of deficit spend- 
ing and aid to all the world, plus another nickel to 
cover all the direct and indirect taxes which become 
attached to this loaf of bread on the way from the 
wheat fields to the dinner table." So it goes, from 
shoes and soap to refrigerators and automobiles. 

Information of this kind should come as a revela- 
tion to those who blindly blame business for all the 
price increases. Some consumer groups have actually 
selected the retailer as their primary target. They 
have picketed stores. They have pledged themselves 
to cut their buying to the bone in an effort to force the 
retailer to lower his prices by some arbitrary per- 
, centage. 

The consumer has a perfect right to do this, but it 
will not get results. The retailer has no control over 
his prices — save to the extent that he can cut his oper- 



ating costs and operate with maximum economy. He 
must pay the Increasing costs for goods, wages, taxes, 
rents and everything else. His hot profit in many 
cases Is substantially less than it was when prices were 
much lower than at present. If he made no profit 
at all, his customers would save only a few cents out 
of each dollar they spent with him. 

Let all consumers remember this — the biggest 
force back of inflation is wasteful and extravagant 
government — a strike against retailers won't correct 

that.

Many a good cow that tho owner 
thought was barren has been sent to 
slaughter carrying a living, unborn 
calf.

Is with calf, It Is always a good Idea 
to have tho nniiral c:;:*. mined by a 
veterinarian, before shipping to 
slaughter. 

Sometime pro/mant cows como Into 
heat because of a minor Imbalanco 
of tho hormone gfcnda. Several other 
factors enter Into mistaken judg- 



ments on whether a cow Is pregnant 
or not. 

Within tho post ten years notable 
advancements havo been mado by 
veterinary sclenco In tho treatment 
of non-brcedlng cows. 

For example, ono common type of 
sterility caused by a low grade Infec- 
tion, responds to penicillin therapy. 
Another type, duo to cysts, may bo 
corrected by a specific gland extract. 
Sterility due to trlchomonads or to 
rotatned yellow bodies, Is curable In 
some cases. 

Sometimes n fairly slmplo surgical 
operation .will malio It possible for 
a cow to reproduce. 

Feed, also, plays a big part In 
cattle reproduction. An animal may 
look nil right, but due to on un- 
balanced ration may be suffering a 
vitamin deficiency. In some cases, 
veterinarians have used vitamin in- 
jections to restore an animal's fer- 
tility. 

Before discarding any cow thought 
to bo barren as a defective breeder 
it Is a good Investment to have 
skilled nscastancc In making tho deci- 
sion. A good breeding animal Is 
worth mora than a slaughter cow.
